Recently, I was asked to present brief remarks before 
students at Sojourner Truth Middle School in East Or- 
ange. Surrounded by middle school students we exchanged 
introductions. We gathered in observance of National 
Middle School Week to celebrate the importance of middle 
level education and the ways in which our nation's schools 
respond to students needs and the needs of the nation. 

Upon entering the school's cafeteria my palms began to 
perspire. I felt slightly woozy from the adrenaline rushing 
through my body, all my nerve endings, simply went bal- 
listic. I lost my confidence and the only thing I could find 
at the time was a seat. 

School officials asked me to keep comments brief. Know- 
ing that I was about to be called any minute sent a sharp 
es tingling down my spine and turned my knees into 
jelly. 

I am a professional, right, this is a piece of cake, wrong! 
When the students asked, “So, what are you going to do?” I 
replied I am going to bring greetings to everyone on behalf 
of the Mayor, but I am very nervous. How do you — really 
meaning, how should I — handle a problem when you are 
afraid or nervous?” I inquired. 

With no hesitation in his voice the student turned and 
said, “face your fear.” Instantly the images of Malcolm X, 
Jonathan and George Jackson, Sojourner Truth, Nat 
Turner, and Queen Nzinga became a vinaigrette flashing 
before my minds eye. Overwhelmed with a surreal sense of 
purpose and serenity, I quickly closed by mouth when was 
— by the way — wide open at the time. 

These young, gifted, inquisitive, bright, intelligent, re- 
sourceful, vivacious, and talented children i met that after- 
noon are our future. That lesson was truly a profound 
moment in my adult life. Touched and emotionally moved 
by the utterances of this young and insightful child I felt 
compelled to share our exchange with everyone I encoun- 
tered during the days that followed. 

Feeling “normal” once more, I confidently faced the task 
at hand. During my interactive message students echoed 
after me, “I will succéed, I can succeed and nothing will 
held me back.” 

Later as I turned the key in he ignition, I paused to 
reflect on the power of the message delivered to me by a 
young black male student, and an unexpected stream of 
warm tears gently flowed down my face. If we do not save, 
nurture and encourage our children then who will? If not 
us, then who? Face your fears!

Sometimes, we walk around almost aimlessly caught 
up in the day to day drama of our lives forgetting the 
many gifts and blessings which make us unique individu- 
als. As long as we are alive we must change old patterns 
and gain greater understanding of ourselves and others. 
We are a race capable of great things. Sometimes we en- 
counter tough times and mean-spirited, down-right evil 
folks.

During my youth he would routinely ask questions de- 
signed to make you think. This ritual actually formed a 
strong foundation for the development of our critical think- 
ing skills. 

I fondly remember our special conversations around 
the dinner table where Pop shared his wisdom, wit and 
daily take on international, national and local news events. 
From time to time, he would say, “you know Carolyn , I 
once felt bad because I had no shoes — until I met a man 
who had no feet.”
